You can make your own col- 
lection of animal tracks by making a mixture 
of plaster of paris and water. When you 
hive located the track or footprint to be 
cast, make sure it is free of dirt and rotting 
leaves, then fix a little paper fence or collar 
around it. Pour in your piaster mixture, and 
let it harden. You can color the little track 
and hang it on your wall. A collection of 
these is very ornamental as well as ex- 
tremely instructive.

The Dakota Indians are Siouian Indians. 
The Siouan stock were large and important 
in the Indian nations. They stretched (mm 
the southeast [these tribes have since van- 
ished) to the west. The seven Dakota tribes 
are: the Assiniboin, Crow, Hidatsa. Mis- 
souri, Omaha, Ponca, Kansa, Osage and 
Quapaw. 

Another group of the Dakota Indians 
might be considered the Sioux Indians. Da- 
kota is the name the Sioux call themselves. 

So when you ask what were the Dakota 
Indians, we have a choice. Both the Siouan 
and the Sioux (tins seems a little complex. 
Inn that's the way it is) can be considered 
Dakotas, 

The Sioux themselves were divided into 
an Eastern group, comprising the Santtu, 
Issari and Isanyati, and the Middle group, 
including the Yankton and Yanktonai, 
whose tribal name is Nakota, and the Prairie 
group, including the Teton, Sans Arc, Brule, 
Sihasapa. Miniconjou, Oglala, Hunkpapa, 
and Oohenonpah. 

The costumes of the Sioux were the same 
general type as all Plains Indians: the buf- 
falo skin robe, the shirt of soft, tanned 
skins, the belt of narrow skin, and the leg- 
gins. Their moccasins had hard soles and 
were of ankle height. 



Only these Plains Indians wore the war 
bonnet. The bonnets with horn were worn 
only by the medicine men, and were called 
"doctor's bonnets." 

They lived off the buFfalp, depending on 
that shaggy beast for food, clothing, orna- 
ments, medicine and toys for their children. 

For further research on the Plains Indians 
and the Sioux, I would like to refer you to 
Clark Wissler's book, Costumes of the 
Plains Indians, The Book ot Indian Crafts 
and Indian Lore by John C Ewers, and The 
Indian How Bonk by Arthur C. Parker.
